School opening 
“very smooth” 


It was a smooth opening, yesterday, for the Wilmingtofi 
Public Schools. There was fine cooperation with the police 
department, and the school buses, according to School 
Superintendent Walter Pierce. Only a couple of instances was 
there a minor over-crowding, and Pierce expects that it will be 
straightened out today. 

A year ago, on the first of October there were 5415 pupils in 
the Wilmington schools. As of yesterday, and including the 
young people in the ‘‘Seem”’ project, the count was just about 
5400. Pierce expects that this count will increase by 25 or more 
persons before October first. 

The kindergarten class count cannot be completed until after 
this afternoon, and there are new registrants still arriving. 

As of yesterday afternoon there were 2348 pupils in the 
elementary classes, which was very close to the previous es- 
timate. 

There were 935 pupils in the junior High School, which was a 
little over the estimate, and 1433 pupils in the High School, 
grades nine through 12, which is just about the estimate. 

Full room counts are to be made today and tomorrow. New 
pupils, as can be expected, are still being registered. 

High School staff members are also of the opinion that the 
opening day was ‘‘smooth.”’ 

From their perspective it was the smoothest opening day in 
years. 

High School Principal George Eisenberg, during the 
Assemblies, held for each class, said that it was his belief the 
students Were making aneffort for better attendance, and that 
he believed the reason for the better attendance was that the 
school was offering a better program and better teaching.

Proposed amendments to School Building Act 


A bill in the Massachusetts 
Legislature (S 2041), proposes a 
number of amendments to the 
School Building Assistance Act. It 
was heard yesterday, in the 
Gardner Auditorium in the State 
House. 


The bill, if passed by the 
Legislature, would set a fiscal 
limit to the School Building 
program, the effect of which would 
prevent the approval of new school 
projects for at least a year, and 
greatly curtail the number of ap- 


provals thereafter. Projected at 
this time is a maximum figure of 
$105 millions, which prohibits the 
approval of 30 school projects in 
the planning stage, in 21 com- 
munities. 

The bill would also eliminate the 
sharing of interest costs, on bond 
issues. which became law in 1971. 

The bill would require 
regulations for administration cost 
Standards, and program stan- 
dards, and would create priorities 
on all projects, to be in the “‘best 
interest of the Commonwealth.”

Taxpayers’ Abatement Reminder 


The Board of Assessors wishes to remind Wilmington 
taxpayers who qualify for an abatement as Disabled 
Veterans, Blind, Elderly or Widows, that they must file 
applications with the Board of Assessors. 

Completion of these forms qualifies those eligible for 
abatements for the tax period July 1, 1975 to June 30, 
1976 

This year a revised form will be used for veterans. It 
will be necessary for the veterans to come to the 
Assessors Office and sign the new form in order to 
qualify for their exemption. 

The Board of Assessors suggests that all taxpayers 
who qualify for these exemptions file as soon as possi- 
ble.

There was good water 
in 1845 


The year 1845 was one of excellent health, 
in the town of Wilmington, a fact that 
should be brought to the attention of a 
gentleman on Lake Street, by the name of 


, Harold Melzar. 


mr. Melzar is a former Selectman, a 
former Town Manager, and for years he 
served as chairman of the Board of Water 
Commissioners. All three tasks he fulfulled 
with merit and honor. 

When he was the chairman of the Board 
of Water Commissioners he had a little say- 
ing, to the effect that Wilmington had the 
second best town water in Massachusetts. 
Then he would add an observation that he 
knew of no town with better water than 


Wilmington, but there might be one. 
His remarks always have a bit of humor. 
Mr. Melzar would be interested to know 

that the town had excellent water back in 

1845. It must have been the water, for 

everyone was feeling fine. There were no 

illnesses, and in a population of about 700 

there were a total of 36 childbirths, of which 

there were three sets of twins. It was, of 
course, that exeellent water, as Mr. Melzar 
might attest. 

The town did not have as good water 
again until 1891, when, for the first time, 
the 1845 record was beaten.

Requirements for giving blood 


MASSACHUSETTS RED CROSS BLOOD PROGRAM 
BLOOD DONOR REQUIREMENTS 


A donor must be in good health to donate blood. Red 
Cross trained Registered Nurses will evaluate all 
donors individually and confidentially to determine 
whether they should donate. 


Nourishment; 

Blood donors should eat a regular well balanced 
meal - either breakfast, lunch or dinner - within 
four hours prior to donation. Do not attempt to 


Malaria: 

Anyone who has had Malaria may donate after three 
years. Anyone who has taken supressive drugs may 
donate after discontinuing drug therapy for three 
years, provided there has been no malarious 
episode. Travelers from malarious areas are 
acceptable six months after return if no eipsode has 
occured. 


Epilepsy: ~ 
‘A donor who has had epilépsy or seizures in any form 
cannot be accepted. 


Shots: 

Immunization shots, including flu, and polio medica. 
tion requires 24 hours waiting period. Desensitization 
shot for allergy requires one week waiting period 
Smallpox vaccination (or after scab is off) and | 
yellow fever shot requires two week waiting period 
Rabies shot requires one year waiting period. 


Surgery: 

Not accepted as donor for six months following ma- 
jor surgery or serious illness. Serious accidents re- 
quire adequate waiting period. Any receiving a 
blood transfusion must wait six months before 


donate with an empty stomach. Avoid fatty foods donating 
such as butter, cream, ice cream or eggs. Infectious Mononucleosis: 
A person must wait at least six months after 
recovery so long as there was no jaundice. \ Drugs: “

Both men and women mult weigh at least 110 


Sleep: 
Normal rest the night prior to donation. 


Age: ‘ 

Seventeen years up to 66 years, Those seventeen 
years of age must have written permission of parent 
or guardian. Those 66 years or over must have a 
statement from their personal physician written 


within two weeks of the date of donation. 


Jaundice and Hepatitis: 
Anyone who has ever had an attack of these diseases 
cannot be accepted as a donor.

Donor not accepted during pregnancy or-for six 
months thereafter. 


Heart Disease: 

Heart disease of any kind is permanent deferral 
Uncomplicated Rheumatic Fever does not defer the 
donor. Donors with a resultant heart murmer from 
Rheumatic Fever should bring a note from a physi- 
cian stating that it is safe to donate. 


Chronic Sinusitis and Hayfaver: 

Donor is accepted if symptom free on day of dona- 
tion and off medication for 24 hours. Seven day 
waiting period after desensitization shot 


Diabetes: 


May donate only if he takes no medication - is con- 
trolled by diet 


Ulcers: 
Conditions must be evaluated by head nurse since 
many factors are involved 


~ Iperder to evaluate the prospective donor's medical 
history, the name of any drugs taken must be 

known. Antibiotics taken by mouth require a 
minimum of two weeks waiting period, except 
tetracycline for acne which requires only 48 hours. 
Shots of penicillin require one month waiting period 


Frequency of Donations: 

Eight weeks must elapse between donations. For 
the protection of the donor, no more than five 
donations in a 12 month period can be made 


(Scuba divers must wait 12 hours, and pilots must 
wait 72 hours after donation before resuming such ac- 
tivity. Twelve hour waiting period for those climbing 
ladders or working in high places. ) 

Any questions as to acceptability must be evaluated 
and decision made by the head nurse.

Selectmen unhappy about 
Middlesex County politics 


Merrimack Valley selectmen, 
meetinr in Billerica last Thursday, 
said they are unhappy about the 
situation in the East Cambridge 
Courthouse. where the Middlesex 
County Commissioners have their 
office. and play political games. 

A dozen or so selectmen, from 
half a dozen towns. voted to write 
a letter to Mayor Mann of Newton, 
and ask him to get the Middlesex 
County Advisory Committee going 
again. Mr. Mann is chairman of 
that committee 

The selectmen were unhappy 
about the personnel situation, with 
special reference to the firing of 
an assistant. last week. whom Jim 
Miceli of Wilmington said was 
“most helpful’’ and ‘‘did an out- 
standing job 

Paul Newman of Billerica, 
speaking about the County budget. 
and the advisory committee. told 
the meeting that it was impossible 
for any member to ‘digest’ the 


+ budget in two days. and hoped the 


Legisuature would ‘‘put 
‘something in the books for the 
Adyisory Committee. 

Miceli agreed. and wished the 
Committee had veto power. 

Frank Antonelli of Tewksbury 
wants a special committee set up 
to scrutinize the budget. He ex- 
pressed the opinion that the 
members of the advisory com- 
mittee. next year. would be more 
knowledgeable “Some things 
take a long time to accomplish. It 
may come. some day.”

Like others who were present. 
Mr. Antonelli was concerned that 
there might not be an Advisory 
Committee next year. The County 
Commissionérs. he said. could 
come up with a number of items, 
and there would be nobody to listen 
to the ideas “and that would be 
worse.” 

Selectman Murphy of 
Chelmsford was one who took the 
advisory committee very serious- 
ly. He was critical apout the towns 
and their representatives in the 
committee. saying that only a few 
persons attended some of the 
meetings. “From what I have 
seen. it is no encouragement.” 

Murphy spoke of a bill in the 
Legislature (6590). which is 
designed to alter the membership 
in the committee. and which, so 
tar. has had no action in the State 
House. He felt the Merrimack 
Valley selectmen should vote in 
favor. to allow a “wider latitude” 
in the membership of the com- 
mittee. 

Murphy was opposed on this 
point by Antonelli. Antonelli did 
not want the membership make-up 
changed. He thought it should be 
composed of. as at present. 
Selectmen, City Managers. Town 
Managers. and so forth. 

Murphy's answer to that was 
that “someone has to take this job 
seriously. Sometimes no one 
shows up at all.” 

Arnold Loverin of Chelmsford 
spoke up to say that ‘If the Com- 
miSsioners were representing the 
County properly there would be no 
problems.’ He and others were 
critical about County Com- 
missioners just using the office as 
a stepping stone to other political 
offices. Loverin said there had 
been too much of that and ‘‘I hope 
to see the answer in the ballot box- 
es. 

Miceli: Next time I vote for 
someone for County Com- 
missioner. | am going to make 
sure that he is going to stay in of- 
fice
